David was much concerned, made a ſolemn 

funeral for him, attended it in perſon, and 
compoſed a mournful ſong in honour of him.

When 
the news of his death came to the king's ears, 
he very pathetically lamented him, and would 
ſcarcely be comforted.

which put a period to his life in the ſpace of 
five days. See Acts xii. 23. After the death 
of this prince, Judea apain returned to the 
Romans, and was put under the adminiſtration 
of governors, till its ruin in the yoth year of 
+ Jeſus Chriſt. 1 
Agrippa II, fon of the preceding Agrippa, obtain-

Ahab, king of Iſrael, the ſon and ſucoeſſor of Om- 
ri, began his reign in the year of the world 

3086, and reigned two and twenty years. 
This prince did evil in the ſight of the Lord. 
and excelled all who went before him in impie- 
y. See 1 Kings xvi, &c. i 
Ahab, one of the falſe prophets, who ſeduced 
the Iſraelites at Babylon. Jer. xxix: 21, K. 
Ahaſuerus, or, — to the Septuagint, Ar- 
taxerxes, who married Eſther, after having di- 
vorced his former queen Vaſhti for diſobedi- 
ence to his commands. Uſher. and Calmet ſup- 
-poſe, that by Ahaſuerus is meant Darius t 
ſon of Hyſtaſpes, and Scaliger thinks him to 
be Xerxes. Dr. Prideaux, advances ſome ſtrong 
reaſons to prove that Artaxerxes Longimanus, 
is the Ahaſuerus mentioned in Scripture; which 
opinion 1s maintained by Sulpitius, Severus, and 
many other writers, both ancient and modern. 

Abava, a river of Babylonia, or rather of Aſſyria, 
where Ezra (vii. 18.) gathered thoſe captives

Abax, king of Judah, ſon of Jotham, one of the 


moſt wicked princes that ever reigned over 
C * Judah 
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Judah. He was for his iniquities denied a 
lace in the ſepulchres of the kings. He was 
facceeded in his throne by his ſon Hezekiah. 
2 Chron. xxviii. 
Abar, the father of Jehoiada. | 
Ahaziah, the ſon and ſucceſſor of Ahab king of 
Iſrael. He reigned only one year after the 
death of his father, and was as remarkable for 
his horrid impiety as he was. 1 Kings xxii. 52. 
Ahaziah, king of Judah, and fon of Jehoram and 
Athaliah, ſucceeded his father in the kingdom 
of Judah in the year 3119. He reigned only 
one year, and followed the iniquities of the 
houſe of Ahab, to whom he was related. He 
received his mortal wound by the command of 
Jehu, and died at Megiddo, a town of the 
tribe of Iſſachar. 2 Kings viii. and 2 Chron, 
xxiii. See the difficulties reſpecting the hiſtory 
of this prince, cleared up in Stackhouſe's Hiſtory 
of the Bible.

Abi-maax, the ſon and ſucceſſor of Zadok the 
high-prieſt. He performed ſome important ſer- 
vices for David in the war with Abſalom, (ſee 

2 Sam,” xv. 29.) and the firſt who brought 
* news of his total defeat to the king; but 
omitted to mention the circumſtance of his 
death. He was ſucceeded in the prieſt-hood by 
Azariah his ſon. |

Abhiſhor, high ſteward of Solomon's houſhold. 
Abitophel, an eminent counſellor in the reign of 
David. He went over to the party of Abſa- 
lom, when he rebelled againſt his father ; the 
advice he gave this prince was not followed by 
him; but that of Huſhai was preferred beſdio 
it.

Hithela, or Aboab, the third ſon of Bela, and 
grandſon of Benjamin. 1 Chron. viii. 4. 

A bolab, ſee Aholibah. 

Abiliab, the fon of Ahiſamach, of the tribe of 
Dan, was appointed together with Bezalael, to 
undertake the building of the tabernacle. Exod. 
XXXV « 

Abilibah, and Aholah, are two feigned names 
made uſe of by Ezekiel, (xxiii. 4.) to denote 
the two kingdoms of Judea and Samaria. A- 
holah, and Aholibah, are repreſented as two 
filters of Egyptian extraction. Aholah ſands 

for Samaria, Aholibah for Jeruſalem. They 
both proſtituted themſelves to the Egyptians and 
Aſſyrians, in imitating their abominations and 
idolatries; for which reaſon the Lord abandoned 
them to thoſe very people, for whom they had 
ſhown ſo paſſionate and impious an affection; 
they were carried into captivity, and reduced to 
the ſevereſt ſervitude. 
Ahixzath 
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Abizzzath, the friend of Abimelech king of 
Gerar. See Gen. ii. 6. 

Ai, a city ſituated near Bethel, before which a 
detachment of Joſhua's troops were repulſed, 
upon the account of Achan's offence : it was 
. afterwards taken by ſtratagem, aad ſerved like 
the other cities of Canaan. Joſh. vu. 

Aiab, the mother of Rezpah, Saul's concubine. 

Ajalon, a City of the tribe of Dan. which was aſ⸗ 
ſigned over to the Levites of Koath's family; 
it was ſituated between Timnah and Bethſhemeſh, 
and is that probably ſpoken of by Joſhua, when 
he ſaid to the moon, (x. 12.) Thou moon 
« ſtand ſtill in the valley of Ajalon.” There 
were other cities of Judea called by this name. 

Ain, or Aen. See Aen. | 

Alabaſfter-box of precious ointment, Mat. xxv. 6, 7. 
All veſſels for keeping liquors had the general 
name of alabaſter given to them, of whatſoever 
matter they were compoſed. * Hence ſome au- 
thors are of opinion, that the box here mentioned 
was of glaſs; and this conjeRure they think 1s 

fupported by what St. Mark ſays, (xiv. 3.) that 
the woman who poured out the perfume upon 
our Saviour, broke the box of alabaſter. 

A lcimus, or according to Joſephus, Jacimus, high- 
prieſt of the Jews, ſucceeded to this office in 
the year 3842. He did not larly ſucceed 
to this ſupreme dignity; but obtained it from 
Demetrius king of Syria, by irregular 
methods. See 1 Matc. vii. After the death of 
Judas Maccabzus, the apoſtates and malecon- 
tents beginning to raiſe their heads, had the 
ſaperiority every where through the country; 
whereupon Alcinus began to exerciſe the ſacri- 
legious offices of his high-prieſt-hood, which 
he had purchaſed with money, he- gave orders 


for demoliſhing the walt of the temple, which

the People; but he had ſcarce begun the work, 
before he was ftruck with a dead palſy, which 
took his ſpeech from him, fo that he died with- 
out being able to utter a word, or to take any 
care of his houſe, in the year of the world, 3844.

wich four wings, to ſignify his t ſtrength, 
and the rapidity of ys conqu is typified 
under the figure of a he-goat, (8, 4 &c.) run- 
ning through all the world with ſo much ſwift- 

_ neſs as not to touch the earth; and attacking a 
ram, overthrowing and trampling him under 
foot, without any one being able to reſcue him 
out of his power. By the ram is meant Darius 

© Codomanus, the laſt of the Perſian emperors, 

and faccefior of Cyrus. In the ftatue 
ſented in a dream to Nebuchadnezzar, (ii. 39.) 


tte belly of braſs was an emblem of Alexan- 


der, the legs of iron of his ſucceſſors. He was 
appointed by God to deſtroy the Perſian em- 
Pie in the eaſt, and to eftabliſh the Grecian 

monarchy in its room; which he eſſected with 
© ſurpriſing rapidity; having defeated Darius with 
bis immenſe army, and taken the city of Tyre, 
he came into Judea; when he approached near 


., Jeruſalem, the bigh-prieſt Jaddus in his 4 
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per garments, with the people cloathed in white, 
marched out, according to the command of God, 
to meet the conqueror.— Alexander, when the 
high-prieſt drew near, haſted from his horſe, 
bowed himſelf before him, and ſaluted him 
with a religious veneration ; the reaſon of 
which ſurprizing ſalutation, he informed his 
followers, aroſe from a dream which he had in 
Macedonia, wherein this ſame perſon appeared 
to him in the ſame manner, and promiſed him 
victory in the name of his God. The king of- 
fered ſacrifices in the temple, and was ſhewn by 
gw the prophecies of Daniel, reſpecting 
imſelf. He conferr'd what immunities they 
defired upon their country, and left them with 
great fatisfaftion. Alexander purſued his con- 
queſts with ſucceſs, and having entirely routed 
Darius, and ſubjected all Afia and the Indies; 
he fell into all manner of intemperance, which 
ſoon put a period to his life, which happened in 
the year of the world 3681, and in the 33d year 
of his age. His empire he divided among the 
principal officers of his army. | ; 
Alexander Balas, fo called from Balas his mother, 
he is generally ſuppoſed to be the natural ſon of 
Antiochus Epiphanes; — he made war againſt 
Demetrius king of Syria, and got poſſeſſion of 
his kingdom by the aſſiſtance of the Romans, 
and the Jews, under -Jonathan Maccabzus, 
i Mac. x, 18. He having got full poſſeſſion 
of the kingdom of Syria, married the daughter 
of Ptolemy, king of Egypt; but he afterwards 
took her from him, and married her to Deme. 
trius, the for of the late king, and they to- 
ther met Alexander. in battle, and defeated 
im. He afterwards fled into Arabia; when 
Zabdiel king of that country cut his head off, 
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and ſent it as a preſent to Ptolomy; this hap- 
ned in the year of the world 3853. Other 
iſtorians differ from the author of the firſt book 
of Maccabzus, and ſay, he was treacherouſly 
lain by his own generals. | 
Alexandria, a celebrated city of Egypt, (Acts 
XViii. 24. and 27. vi.) built by Alexander the 
great, ſituated between the Mediterranean ſea, 
and the lake Mzris. This city ſoon became, 
from its advantageous fituation, one of the moſt 
| flouriſhing cities in the eaſt; but is now be- 
come from the capital of Egypt, no more than a 
ſmall village, remarkable only for the remains 


of its former greatneſs. _ 

Allelijab, or Hallelujab, a word agnifying, praiſe 
the Lord: It is frequently mentioned in the 
palms; and has been made uſe of in the Chriſ- 
tian church, as a ſong of thankſgiving. 

Almon, a City belonging to the tribe of 3 
Joſhua xx1. 18. | 

* Almond-tree, a plant, whereof frequent mention is 
made in ſcripture. The Jews call it faked, 
from a root which ſignifies to watch, becauſe 
the Almond-tree is one of the firſt trees that 
bloſſoms in the ſpring. 

Alniiagim, or Almug-tree, a certain kind of word 
mentioned in the firſt book of Kings, (x. 11.) 
which the vulgar tranſlate Ig thyina, and the 
ſeptuagent, wrought wood. Commentators ge- 
nerally ſappoſe it to be that ſort of tree, which 
produces the gum ammoniac, or gum Arabic; 
and is the ſame with Moſes's ſhittim- wood,

Abet, or Aloe, a precious wood uſed in the eaſt 
for perfumes, and embalming of bodies; of 

which, the beſt ſort is of higher price than gold.

Alphiur, the father of James the minor, the firſt 
Biſhop of Jeruſalem. Alpheus was the huſband of 
Mary, who is believed to have been ſiſter to che 
holy Virgin; whence James is called the bro- 
ther of our Lord. Many are of opinion, that. 
Cleophas mentioned by St Luke, (xxiv. 18.) is 
the ſame perſon with Alpheus; that being his 
Greek name; and Cleophas, his Hebrew or Syriac 
name, according to the cuſtom of Paleſtine, 
where the people had generally two, the one 
Greek, the other Hebrew. —The name alſo of 
St. Matthew's father. 
Altar, that on which ſacrifices were offered to God. 
The Jews had three altars in their temple, the 
altar of Gurnt-offerings, which was a kind of 
coffer of ſhittum-wood, covered with thick 
lates of braſs, whereon a continual fire was 
ept. The altar of incenſe was à ſmall table of 
ſhittim wood, covered with plates of pure gold; 
round it was a ſmall border, and over it a'crown 
of gold; the officiating prieſt offered incenſe 
morning and evening; on this table he alſo 
placed the cenſer, when he retired out of the 
ſanctuary. c 
Altar, or table for the ſhew-bread, was a table of 
ſnittim- wood covered with plates of gold, hav- 
ing a little border round it, adorned with ſculp- 
ture; —it was placed in the ſanctuary, upon 
this table were ſet twelve loaves with ſalt and 
incenſe every ſabbath day. 
Alvan, Shobal's eldeſt ſon, of the race of Eſau. 
Amad, a city belonging to the tribe of Aſher, 
Analat, the ſou of Eliphaz, by Timna his con- 
cubine, and the grandſon of Eſau, Gen. 
xxxvi. 12. Amalek fucceeded Gatam in the 
government of Edom. He was the father of 
the Amalekites, a powerful people, who dwelt 
in Arabia Petræa; they lived like the preſent 
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Arabs, in hamlets, caves or tents, There was 
eternal enmity between them and the Hebrews, 
and many battles were fought, wherein the lat- 
ter were generally conquerors. The ground of 
this enmity, moſt probably aroſe from the re- 
membrance of Jacob's depriving their progeni- 
tor both of his birthright and bleſſing. Ex. 
xvii. 8. Kc.  Judg. v. 3. 1 Sam. xv. 1. 
The Arabians maintain Amalek to have been 
the Son of Ham, and grandſon of Noah, which 
opinion Calmet thinks extremely probable. 
See his reaſons in his Di&?. 

Aman, a City belonging to the tribe of Judah. 

Ana, a mountain mentioned in Canticles, ſome 
are of opinion that this 1s the mount Amanus in 
Cilicia; others, that it is the name of a moun- 
tain beyond Jordan, in the tribe of Manaſſeh. 

Amariah, a high-prieſt in the time of the Judges, 
and the eldeſt ſon of Maraioth. 

A'maſa, the fon of Ithra, and Abigail, David's 
fiſter; he was appointed by Abſalom, general 
of his army; after that prince's defeat, David 
— Amaſa; but Joab out of hatred to 

im, treacherouſly murdered him. 2 Sam. xx. 

A'maſai, the ſon of Elkanah. 1 Chron. vi. 25— 
This is thought to be the Amaſai, who was the 
chief of the tribes of Benjamin and Judah, 
that came unto David while he was in the wil- 
derneſs, flying from the perſecution of Saul. 

Amaxiah, the eighth king of Judah, was the ſon 

of Joaſh, and ſacceeded him in the year of the 
world 3163. He entered upon his reign at the 

age of five and twenty, and ated wiſely at the 
beginning.— After he had conquered the Edo- 
mites, (2 Kings xiv.) he carried off their gods, 
and acknowledged them for his own deities; 
by adoring and offering incenſe to them.— He 
then proclaimed war againſt Joaſh, king of 1{- © 
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rael, who defeated his army, and took him 
priſoner. He after this reigned 15 years at Je- 
ruſalem, but turned not to the , where- 
upon God, to puniſh him, permitted a conſpirac 
to be formed againſt him, the leaders of which aſ- 


ſaſſinated him, as he fled from them to Lachiſh, . *

Amminadab, or Abinadab, the name of a ſon of 
Saul, who was killed with him in the bartle of 
Gilboa. 1 Sam. xxxi. 2. The name alſo of 
an inhabitant of Kirjath-jearim, with whom the 
ark was depoſited, after it was bronght back 
from the land of the Philiſtines. 1 Sam. vii. 

Ammon, or Hammon, or Jupiter Ammon, w cele- 
brated God of the Egyptians, ſuppoſed to be 
the ſame with Ham, who peopled Africa, and 

. was 
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was the father of Mizraim, the founder of the 
Egyptians. | 
Aminon, or Pen-ammi, the fon of Lot, begot 
by this Patriarch upon his youngeſt daughter. 
He was the father of the Ammonites, a peo- 
= who inhabited the country in the neigh- 
urhood of judea. They, together with the 

Moabites, waged many wars with the chil- 
dren of Ifrael. They were, according to the 
prediction of Ezekiel, (xxv. 4. 10.) carried 
into captivity by Nebuchadnezzar. It is pro- 
bable they returned with the leave of Cyrus, 
fince we fee them afterwards ſubject to the fame 
revolutions with the people of Paleſtine. O- 
rigen ſays, when he was living, they were 
known only under the general name of Arabi- 
ans. Thus was- the prediction of Ezekiel oc- 
compliſhed, who ſaid that the Ammonites ſhould 
be deſtroyed in ſuch a manner, as not to be re- 
membered among the nations. 
Ammon, the eldeſt fon of David, by Ahinoam his 
ſecond wife. This prince conceiv'd a criminal 
affection for his fiſter Tamar, whom he force- 
ably deflowered, 2 Sam. xiii. Abſalom, two 
years after, made a feaſt for his brothers, at 
which Ammon was preſent. 'The ſervants of 
Abſalom, according to their maſter's order, 
cruelly murdered this prince, when he was diſ- 
ordered in liquor; which reſentment for his 
fiſter's treatment, Abſalom had long treaſured 
up in his mind, waiting only for a fit opportu- 
nity to revenge it. 
Anon, the fourteenth king of Judab, and the ſon 
of Manaſſeh. He began to reign in the year 
3363, and reigned only two years, He acted 
— the example of his ſather Manaſſeh, and 
did that which was evil in the fight of the mm 
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He was ſlain by his ſervants in his own houſe, 
and Joſiah his ſon ſucceeded ham in his throne. 
A morites, a people deſcended from Amorrhæus or 
Hæmori, or Emorite according to our verſion of 
the bible, who was the fourth ſon of Canaan.

The Maccabees then firſt appeared, and bravely 
refilled the generals of this wicked Prince. An- 
tiochus, moved with indignation, was haſtening 
into Judea to make (as he ſaid). Jeruſalem a 

grave for all the Jews: but the divine venge- 
ance ſoon overtook him, for he fell from his 
chariot, bruiſed all his limbs, and died in the 

- moſt excruciating torture, in the year of the 

world 3840. Upon bis death-bed, he wrote 
a ſubmiſſive letter to the Jews, promiſing him- 
ſelf to turn Jew if he recovered, and recom- 
mended his fon Antiochus to their protection.

year 3840, and reigned, only two years. 

6. dAntiocbus T, who was treacherouſly put to

Antipas by dancing on a public feſtival, which 
was a condeſcenſion very unuſual in thoſe days, 
eſpecially in perſons of ſo high dignity. See 
Matt. xiv. 6.—Dr. Whitby obſerves that pro- 
vidence intereſted itſelf in revenge of this mur- 
der on all concerned. Herod's army was de- 
feated in a war which Aretas waged againſt 
him, for the indignity ſhewn to Herodias, which 
many Jews thought a judgment ſet upon him 
for the death of John. Both he and Herodias, 
whoſe ambition cauſed his ruin, were afterwards 
driven from their kingdom with great regret, 
and died in baniſhment at Lyons in Gaul.— 
And Nicephorus tells us, that Salome, the young 
lady who made this cruel requeſt, fell into the 
ice as ſhe was walking over it, which, cloſing 
ſuddenly, cut off her head.

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view the land of Canaan, brought up a 

report of it; but the-other deputies ſpoke fo 
much of the ſtrength of the inhabitants, and 
the largeneſs of the cities, that the people mur- 
mured againſt the Lord. Whereupon God pro- 
teſted with an oath, that all who had murmur- 
ed againſt him ſnould not fee the land of Ca- 
naan.

Caliſthenes, one of the king of Syria's officers, 
who ſet fire to the temple gates in the time of 
the Maccabees.

Caineh, a city in the land of Shinar, built by 
Nimrod, and the laſt city mentioned as belong- 
ing to his kingdom. 

Catvary, (or, as it is called in Hebrew, Gelgorha, 
i. e. the place of ſtulls, ſuppoſed to be thus de- 
nominated from the fmiliiade 3 it bore to the fi- 
gure of a ſkull, or a man's head) was a fmall 

eminence or hill, to the north of mount Sion, 
and to the weſt of antient Jeruſalem, and being 
appropriated to the execution of malefactors, 
was therefore ſhut out of the walls of that city, 
as an execrable and polluted place; but ſince 
our Saviour ſuffered there, it has recovered it- 
ſelf from that infamy, and has heen always re- 
verenced and reſorted to with ſach devotion 
by all Chriſtians, that it has drawn the city 
round about it, and now ſtands in the middle of 
the new city of Jeruſalem ; a great part of the

= © the ation of vt ear N 
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Camby'/e;, the ſon and ſueceſſor of Cyrus, king of 
Perka, and is the Ahaſuerus mentioned in Ezra, 
iv. 6. During this prince's reign, which was ſeven 
years and five months, the building of the city 


and temple of Jeruſalem was ſtopped at the pe- 
tition of the Samaritans. 


. Chamtleon, The chameleon has four feet, and on each 


foot three claws. Its tail is flat, its noſe long, 
its back is ſharp, and its ſkin is painted. Some 
have aſſerted, that it lives only upon air, but it 
has been obſerved to feed on flies. This ani- 
mal is ſaid to aſſume the colour of theſe. things 
to which it is applied; though modern travel- 
lers aſſert the contrary.—Moſes forbids the He- 
brews to eat the fleſh of the chameleon, it being 
an unclean animal. Lev. xi. 30. 

Camphere, or Camphor-tree, the tree from which a well 
known drug of the ſame name is prepared.

Candace, the name of an Ethiopian queen, whoſe 
eunuch _— to Jeruſalem to worthip the Lord 
was baptized by Philip the deacon, near Beth- 
ſura, in the way to Gaza, as he was returning 
to his own country. Acts viii. 27,—lt has been 
aſſerted that by the preaching of her eunuch, 
the queen was prevailed upon to turn Chriſtian. 
Canticles, from Canticum, literally ſignifies ſongs, 
but is particularly applied to a canonical book 
of the old teſtament, called in Hebrew, the Jong 
of ſongs, 1. e. the moſt excellent of all ſongs. It is 
univerſally allowed to be wrote by king Solo- 
mon, and has been generally received both by 
the Jewiſh and — 3 as canonical. 
Capernaum, a city celebrated in the goſpels, bein 
the place where Jeſus uſually 3 ho 
time of his miniſtry.— It ſtood on the ſea coaſt 
in the borders of Zebulon and Naphtalim. It 
took its name from an adjacent ſpring cele- 
brated for its clear and limpid waters. It is 
now, according to our Saviour's prophecy, 
(Matt. xi. 23.) me a poor and deſolate vil- 
lage, conſiſting only of a few poor fiſhermens 


cottages. 
Caphtor, the iſland Caphtor, whence came the 
Caphtorims, o iſe called the Cherithims, 


or Cherithites, or Philiſtines. Gen. x. 14. Deut. 
ji. 23. Amos ix. 7. The generality of inter- 
preters ſuppoſe by Caphtor was meant Cappa- 
docia.

Chereas, brother to Timotheus and Apollopha- 
nes, governor of Gazara. 2 Macc. x. 3e. 

Chaldaza, a country of Aſia, known in the moſt 
antient times by the name of Shinar or Shinaar. 
It is fituated between 30 and 35 degrees of 
north latitude, Its metropolis was Babylon, 
whence the country more immediately in the 
neighbourhood of this city was called Bass lo- 
nia.—The Chaldzans were famed for a know- 
ledge of the ſciences, more particularly thoſe 
of Aſtronomy and Aftrology. 

Chamois, an animal of the goat kind. This ani- 
mal was declared clean by the law of Moſes. 
Deut. xiv. 5. | 

Chiraca, a city of the tribe of Gad, from whence 
Judas Maccabæus drove Timotheus. 2 Macc, 
XIV. 17. | | 

Chederlagmer, a king of the Elamites, who were 
either Perfians or people bordering on Perſia, 
This was one of the four confederate kings 
who made war upon the Pentapolis of Sodom, 
and who, after having defeated them and made 
themſelves maſters of a great booty, were par- 
ſued and difperſed by Abraham. Gen. xiv. 
Chtmarims, the name of the prieſts of the falſe 

gods, particularly of the worſhippers of fire, 

ſince the word is derived from the Hebrev; 
word Chamar, which ſignifies Slack or blackne/+ 
and the word is generally tranſlated in our En- 
gliſh verſions, the priefts of the idols, or priefts 
cloathed in black. Though ſome commentators 
ſuppoſe, that by the word Chemarim is meant

Cornelius, a Roman centurion, who though a Gen- 
tile was one who feared God, was conſtant at

ſalvation; See Acts x. 1, &c.—He was con- 
verted and became afterwards an eminent Chriſ- 
tian; ſome ſay he was biſhop of Cæſarea, and 
others make him biſhop of Ilium. 
Covenant, a league or agreement between two or 
more perſons.— God made two covenants with 
man, the firſt at his creation, when he required 
him to forbear the uſe of the forbidden fruit.

Paul biſhop of this iſland, the inhabitants of 
which he orders Titus ſharply to reprove, fince 
they were (according to the danke — 2 of 
their own poets, Epimenides, as erally 
ſuppoſed) « always liars, evil beaſts flow be bellies. 

Crown, is properly taken for a cap of ſlate worn 
on the heads of ſovereign princes, as a mark of 
regal dignity, The crown, mitre, diadem, royal 

; fillet, and tiara are frequently confounded. — 

Crowns were beſtowed on gods, kings, and 

Princes, as a mark of their dignity.—St. John, 

(Kev. xix. 12.) ſpeaking of Chriſt governing 

the affairs of his church, ſays, hat on his bead 
were many Crowns, denoting his abſolute ſove- 
reignty and many triumphs. 

Cubit, a meaſure in uſe among the antients ; which 

was originally the diſtance from the elbow, 
bending inwards, to the extremity of the mid- 
dle finger; this is called the common cubit, or 
the cubit of a man, containing a foot and a 
half, or half a yard. 

Cummin, a plant mentioned | in Matt. xxiil. 23, 
and in Iſaiah xxviii. 25. 

Cup, the eldeſt fon of Ham, and father of Nim- 
. rod. —The country that is called by the name 
of Cub is by moſt interpreters tranſlated Ethio- 
pia. But Bochart has clearly ſhewn that there 
was likewiſe another — called the land of 

Cu in Arabia Petrza; that this country ex- 

tended itſelf principally upon the caſtern 3 
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of the Red Sea, and, at its extremity, to the 
point of this ſea inclining towards Egypt and 

aleſtine. Numb. xii. 1, Habak. wi. 7. 
Job xxviii. 19. | 

Cuth, or Cuthah, a province of Aſſyria, which, 
as ſome ſay, lies upon the Araxes, and is the 
ſame with Cuſh: but others take it to be the 
ſame with the country the Greeks call Suſiana, 
and which, to this very day, ſays Dr. Wells, 
is called Cutheſtan. The inhabitants of this 
province were tranſplanted into Samaria. 

Cyaman, a place fituated oppoſite to Eſdraelon. 

Cyprus, a famous iſland 1n Mediterranean ſea, 
ſituated between Cilicia and Syria. It was re- 
markably fertile, and contained all things within 
itſelf. It was ſo much famed for its luxury and 
debauchery, that Venus, the queen of pleaſure, 
took her name from it, and was ſtyled the Cy- 
prian Queen. St. Paul and Barnabas preached 
the goſpel in this iſland, (Acts xiii.) and it is 
ſaid the latter ſuffered martyrdom in it. 

Cyrine, a celebrated city of Lybia in Africa, which 

as it was the principal city of that province,

Dalmanatha, (St. Mark viii. 10.) the place to which 
our ſaviour came at this time, ſays Dr. Wells, 
lay between, or in the neighbourhood of Mag- 
dala and Dalmanutha, and theſe were ſeated on 
the eaſtern fide of the ſea. There are ſeveral 
opinions with re to this text.

Damaſcus, a celebrated city in Syria, moſt beau- 
tifully fituated near the ſource of the river 
Barrhady. See Maundrel”s journey, page 124. 

Dan, (Heb. he hath judged.) the fifth fon of Jacob, 
and his eldeſt ſon by Bilhah, Rachael's hand- 
maid.— The tribe of Dan had its lot in a fat 
and fertile ſoil, between the tribe of Judah eaſt- 
ward, and the country of the Philiſtines weſt- 

ward, but the limits of their land being very 
narrow, becauſe it was part only of the territo- 
ries of Judah, diſmembred from the reſt, they 
conquered' Laiſh near the ſource of the river 
Jordan, (Joſh. xix. 47.) and built the city Dau, 

Daniel, the prophet of the Lord, was deicended 
from the royal family of David, and carried 
captive to Babylon, when he was yet very young, 
in the fourth year E 2 king of Judah, 
| and 
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and in the year of the world 3393.—In this 
_ captivity, Daniel eminently diſtinguiſhed him- 
ſelf, in the deliverance of Suſannah, the ex- 
lanation of Nebuchadnezzar's dreams, and the 
Cdn againſt Belſhazzar, and in his own 
eſcape from the hon's den. Here likewiſe he 
was favoured with many remakable viſions con- 
cerning future events.—lIt is generally believed, 
that Daniel died in Chaldza, and that he did 
not take the permiſſion, granted by Cyrus to 
the Jews, of returning into their own country. 
Daphne, a grove near Antioch, the capital of Aſ- 
ſyria. It was celebrated for its fine water, its 
wood, and temple, which was a ſanctuary to 
all thoſe who retired thither. The high-prieft, 
Onias the third, apprehending the deſigns of 
the uſurper Menelaus, retreated to this hs of 
refuge, but was treacherouſſy prevailed with 
to quit his ſanctuary, and maſſacred by An- 
dronicus. See 2 Macc. iv. 33. 
Darius, the name of ſeveral princes mentioned in 
hiſtory, four whereof are taken notice of in 
. ſcripture. | 
1. Darius the Mede, ſpoken of in Daniel v. 31. 
ix. 11. Kc. He was the ſon of Aſtyages, and 
uncle to Cyrus. Xenophon ſpeaks of him by 
the name of C es.— He ſucceeded Belſhaz- 
zar in his kingdom of Babylon, in the year 3468. 
2. Darius the ſon of Hyflaſpes, ſuppoſed to be the 
Ahaſuerus mentioned in ſcripture, and the huſ- 
hand of Eſther. He removed the ſeat of the em- 
pire from Babylon to Suſa. The Babylonians, 
upon this, rebelled againſt Darius, but were 
eonquered, and their walls and gates broken 
down and deſtroyed, according io the prophecy 
of Jeremiah, h. c8. 
3. Darius Codemanus, who was conquered by A- 
lexander. He is figured to us in Daniel (viii. 
5, Kc.) by a ram butting with his horns, welt.

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ward, nothward, and ſouthward, nothing bang | 
able to reſiſt him; he did what he pleaſed, an 

became very powerful: but at the ſame time, 
a he-goat, 7. e. Alexander the great, came from 
the weſt, and over-run the world without touch- .

his two eyes. He advanced againſt the ram 
that had two horns, and ſpringing forward with 
impetuoſity, he run againſt him with all his 
force, attacked him with fury, ſtruck him, broke.

Dathan, was one of thoſe who conſpired with Ko- 
rah, Abiram, and On, to deprwe Moſes and 
Aaron of the authority God had given them 
for the ſervice of his people.—Dathan and his 
accomplices were ſwallowed up in the earth, 
and deſcended quick into the grave. Num. xvi. 1. 

Dathemah, or Dathman, a fortreſs in the land of 
Gilead, whither the Jews beyond Jordan retired, 
and maintained themſelves againſt the attacks 
of Timotheus, till Judas Maccabzus came to 
their relief. 

David, the ſon of Jeſſe, of the tribe of Judah; 
and town of Bethlehem. He was appointed by 
God to ſucceed Saul in his kingdom, during 
the life of that prince, and was anointed by 
Samuel whilſt he was very young, ſome ſay only 
fifteen, others two and twenty. He was ſo much 
favoured by the Lord, as to be called the man 
after God's own heart, and was remarkably ſuc- 
ceſsful, till his unhappy tranſgreſſion with Bath- 
ſheba; after which he was unfortunate in his 
family, his children proving undutiful, and re- 
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belling againſt him. David died in the ſeventy- 
firſt year of his age, after having reigned forty 
years, and was buried in the city of David in 
the year of the world 1014. He is generally 
cited as the author of the book of Pſalms, tho? 
a great number of them were undoubtedly com- 
poſed by others. He ſeems to have been fa- 
voured with a knowledge of the Meſſiah, fince 
among the Pſalms, there are many remarkable 
- prophecies of his coming, |

ſenſe, it is taken for the loweſt order of the 
clergy, whoſe office originally was to take an 
account of the poor, viſit the fick, and diſtribute 
the conſecrated elements to the abſent, Acts 6. 
Debir, otherwiſe called Kirjath-/epher, or the city of 
Letters, or Kirjathabra, a city in the tribe of 
Judah, very near Hebron. Joſh. x. 39. 
_ Debir was alſo the name of a king of Eglon, 
ſpoken of in Joſhua x. 3. 
Deborah, a propheteſs of the Lord, the wife of 
Lapidoth, who judged the Iſraelites, and dwelt 
under a palm- tree between Ramah and Bethel. 
Judg. iv. 5. She ſent for Barak, the fon of 
Abinoam, and by God's command, enjoined 
him to get together an army of ten thouſand 
men, to lead them to Tabor, and promiſed 
them victory over Siſera, general of Jabin's ar- 
my. Barak refuſed to go, unleſs Deborah m_ 
VL 
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with him. She went, but withal told him, that 
the ſucceſs of this expedition would be imputed . 
to a woman and not to him. The event vert- 
fied the prediction. Siſera was defeated, and 
Deborah and Barak compoſed a noble ſong of 
thankſgiving, which we have in the fifth chap-

Dicalogue, the ten commandments given by God 
to Moſes. 

Decapolis, a country in Paleſtine, ſo called becauſe 
it contained ten principal cities, ſituated ſome 
on this, and ſome on the other fide of Jordan.— 
There is mention of this country in Matt. iv. 
25, and in Mark v. 20. 

Dedication, a religious ceremony, whereby any 
perſon or thing is ſolemnly conſecrated or ſet 
apart to the ſervice of God and the purpoſes 

of religion, 

 Dihavites, a people mentioned in the book of 
Ezra, (iv. 9.) the ſame, as Calmet thinks, who 
are ſaid, in the ſecond book of Kings, (xvii. 
24.) to have been brought by the king of Aſ- 
ſyria from Ava into Samariaz the Dehavites 
being a 35 of Ava, and perhaps of that 
canton of Aſſyria watered by the river Diaba. 

D#laiah, the ſon of Elioenai of David's family. 
1 Chr. ii. 23. 

Delilah, a beautiful woman who dwelt in the valley 
of Sorek in the tribe of Judah, near the land of 
the Philiſtines. Samſon was captivated by her 
beauty, and declared to her the ſecret wherein his 
ſtrength lay, and was by this wicked woman, for a 
ſum of money, betrayed into the hands of his 
enemies. 

Deluge, a flood or inundation of water covering the 
earth, either in whole or in part, particularly ap- 
Flied to Noah's flood; being a general inunda- 
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tion ſent by God to puniſh the corruption of the 


then world, by deſtroying every living thing 


(Noah and his family, together with the animals 
that were ſhut up along with them in the ark, 
only excepted) from off the face of the earth. 
The time of this flood was fixed by the beſt chro- 
nologers to the year of the world 1656; before 
Chriſt 2348. From this flood the fate of the 
world is divided into Diluvian and Antediluvian. 


Demas, a diſciple of St, Paul, (Col. iv. 14.) who 


was very ſerviceable to that apoſtle, during his 
impriſonment at Rome, but afterwards left 
him, forſook the true faith, and embraced the 
hereſy of Ebion and Cerinthius, who held our 
ſaviour to be a mere man. 


Demetrius Soter, the fon of Seleucus furnamed Phi- 


lopater, king of Syria. He waged many wars 
againſt the Jews, but they, under the conduct of 
Judas and his brother Jonathan, were generally 
victorious. See 1 Mac. vii. 2 Mac. xiv. and 
1 Mac. ix.—— He was ſlain in the year 3854, 
fighting valiantly againſt Alexander Balas, a pre- 
tended fon of Antiochus Epiphanes. 


Demetrius Nicanor ſucceeded his father Demetrius 


Soter in his kingdom. In this prince's reign, 
onathan undertook the ſiege of the city of le- 
ruſalem, which was ſtill in the hands of the 
Syrians. Nemetrius having notice of this, ſent 
for Jonathan to Ptolemais, to give an account 
of his conduct to him. n e by his pre- 
ſents, won ſo effectually the good graces of the 
young king, that he obtained from him a con- 
firmation of the dignity of high-prieſt, and li- 
berty for all the provinces in Judea, upon a pro- 
miſe of paying the king three hundred talents. 
— Demetrius, after he had obtained a peaceable 
poſſeſſion of the kingdom, gave himſelf. up to 
all manner of exceſs, inſomuch that he became 
highly odious and contemptible to his ſubjects. 
Where- 
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Whereupon Diodotus, otherwiſe called Tryphon, 
undertook to' place young Antiochus, the ſon of 
Balas, on the throne. The Syrians and Jews 
joined themſelves to him, and he became ſuc- 
ceſsful.—He afterwards flew the young prince, 
and procured himſelf to be acknowledged king, 
under the name of Tryphon; having; a little 
before, treacherouſly killed Jonathan Macca- 
bzus, who was one of the moſt powerful ſup- 
ports that young prince had. Simon, moved 
with juſt indignation at his cruelty, went over 
to the party of Demetrius, who again recovered 
his kingdom, and reigned afterwards four years. 
He was killed in the year 3878, and was ſuc- 

ceeded by his ſon Seleucus. 

Demetrius, a filverſmith of Epheſus, whoſe chief 
buſineſs confiſted in making little models of the 
temple at Epheſus, with the image of Diana 
included in them. Acts xix. 24. He raiſed a 
loud outcry againſt St. Paul for preaching the 
Sage, plainly foreſeeing, if it prevailed, bis 

t would be in danger. | 

Demetrius, is alſo one whom St. John, in his third 

epiſtle, (xii.) makes mention of as a very virtu- 


ous chriſtian. | 

Derbe, a city of Lycaonia. Acts xiv. 6. To this 
city Paul and Barnabas fled, after their expul- 
ſion from Iconium. 

Deſart, ſignifies no more in ſcripture than any 
uncultivated place for woods and paſture. _ 
Deſau, a town mentioned in the 2 Macc. xiv, 6. 
Devil, AizCac, a calumniator or accuſer, ** who 

«« accuſes us before God day and night,” whence 
he 15 called the accuſer of his brethren, Rev. 
xii. 9-10. He is called prince of thoſe wicked 
ſpirits who are reſerved in everlaſting chains 
for the judgment of the laſt day. _ | 
Deuteronomy, a canonical book of the Old Teſta. 
ment, being the laſt of the Pentateuch, or mo

Diamond, is the moſt valuable of all the gems,

Diana, a celebrated goddeſs of the heathens, prin- 
cipally worſhipped at Epheſus, where ſhe had 

once a celebrated temple, which, for the extent 
and elegance of the building, was called one of 
the wonders of the world. 

Dibon, a city in the tribe of Reuben. Joſh. xiii. g. 

Didymus, a Hebrew or Syriac word, which fig- 

- nifies @ twin; and was the ſurname of Thomas 
the apoſtle. ; 

Dimonah, a town in the ſouthern part of Judah. 
Joſh. xv. 22. 

Dinah, the daughter of Jacob and Leah, When 
her father Jacob returned into Canaan, Dinah, 
moved through curioſity, went to a feſtival of 
the Shechemites, where the prince of the coun- 
try ſaw her, fell in love with her, and raviſhed 
her. To attone for the diſhonour he had done 
the damſel, he offered her marriage. An agree- 
ment was made, if the Shechemites would ſub- 
mit to circumciſion. They ſubmitted, and when 
they, through the pain the wounds had cauſed

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were unable to make any reſiſtance, Simeon and 
Levi, Dinah's brothers, entered the city, put 
all the males to the ſword, and carried the wo- 
men away captive.

ing, was accounted one of the ſeven wonders 
of the world. St. Paul preached in this city, 


and made many converts. Acts xix. 24. 


Ephed, a fort of ornament or upper garment worn 


by the Hebrew prieſts —The word in the ori- 


ginal ſignifies to gird or tie, for the ephod was 
aà kind of girdle, which brought from behind 


the neck, and over the two ſhoulders, and hang- 


ing down before, was put croſs upon the ſtomach, 


and made uſe of as a girdle to the tunic. See 


Exod. 18. On this girdle was faſtened the 


breait-plate. 


E'phraim, the patriarch Joſeph's ſecond ſon, by

himſelf with human affairs; he denied 

dence and the immortality of the ſoul. Vhen 
St. Paul came to Athens, he had conferences 
with the Epicurean philoſophers. Acts xvii. 18. 

Epoch, a term in chronology, ſignifying a fixed point 
of time, whence the ſucceeding years are num- 
bered and accounted. 

Eraftus, a Corinthian, and diſciple of St. Paul, 
called by this apoſtle (Rom. xvi. 23.) Chamber. 
lain of the city, that is, of the city of Corinth, 
where St. Paul was, or of Jeruſalem accordin 
to the modern Greeks, He reſigned his em- 
ploy ment, and became afterwards a faithful diſ- 
ciple and follower of St. Paul. Some make 
him biſhop of Macedonia, others of Pancas near 
the ſources of the river Jordan. 

Erech, a city of Chaldza-built by Nimrod. Gen. 
X. 10. 

E/ar-Hadden, the ſon of Sennacherib, and his ſuc- 
ceſſor in the kingdom of Aſſyria. He made war 
with Manaſſeh, Ling of Judah, took Jeruſalem, 
and carried the —— to Babylon, (2 Chr. xxxiii. 
12, and Ifaiah xiu. 13.) whereof he had made 
himſelf maſter by force, and fo united the two 
empires together, He is faid to have reigned 
29 years at Nineveh, from the year 3294 to 
3336; beſides which he reigned thirteen years 
at Babylon, in all 42 j. He died in the 
year of the world 3336, and was am

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Saoſduchinus. Sir Iſaac Newton ſuppoſes Efar-

ther to Jacob: The brothers differed from each 
other greatly in diſpoſition ; Efau delighting 
much in hunting. Jacob, employing himſelf in 
family affairs, became the favourite of his mo- 
ther, by whoſe means he obtained his father's 
bleffing in preference to Efau his elder brother.

E'fhremoth, a city in the ſouthern part of 
Joſh. xv.

Effenes or Effenians, one of the three antient ſeas 
of the Jews, It is fuppoſed, with a good deal 
of probability, that this ſect began during 
the perſecution of Antiochus Epiphanes, when 
Sende of the Jews cutie THIS 3 
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derneſs, where they inured themſelves to a 
hard and laborious way of living. There were 
two ſorts of them, ſome lived in ſociety. and 
married, dwelt in great cities, and applied them- 
ſelves to huſbandry and other innocent employ- 
ments; theſe were called pradical. The others 
gave themſelves up to contemplation, and were 
called contemplative Efſenes : They avoided liv- 
ing in great towns, as prejudicial to contempla- 
tion and expoſing to temptation. Both theſe 
ſorts of Eſſenes followed the ſame maxims. 
They drank no wine, and were eminent for their 
frugality and continence. To all kinds of plea- 
ſure they were perfect ſtrangers. They uſed a 
lain fimplicity in their diſcourſe, and left to 
| Philoſophers the glory of diſputing and talking 
eloquently. They meddled not with commerce, 
| becauſe they thought it was apt to make peo- 
ple covetous. They had no property, but had 
all things in common. As they were charitable 
one towards another, and hoſpitable to ſtrang- 
ers, want and indigence were things they knew 
nothing of. All ſuch arts, as were deſtructive 
to mankind and hurtful to ſociety, were ba- 
niſhed from among them. They reckoned war 
unlawful, but they carried a weapon to defend 
themſelves againſt the attacks of thieves and 
robbers. They never took any thing wath them, 
becauſe they were ſure of finding all neceflaries 
Wherever they came, There were amongſt 
them neither maſters nor ſlaves; all were free, 
and ſerved one another, there was notwithſtand- 
ing a great deal of order amongſt them. The 
elders eſpecially were very much reſpected, and 
the diſciples had a great veneration for their 
maſters. They never took an oath, at leaſt, not 
without mature deliberation. They had the 
utmoſt abhorrence to a lie, and their word was 
more ſacred than the oath of another. * 
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all owned a future ſtate, but denied a refurrec- 
tion of the dead. The reaſon why this ſect is 
not mentioned in the New Teſtament may ariſe 
from their retired manner of living. There 
ſeems to be as great uniformity between the Eſ- 
ſenes and Pythagoreans, as there was between 
the Sadducees and Epicureans, the Phariſees 
and the Stoicks, See Chrifttan's Magazine, vol.

Eunice had been converted 
before St. Paul came to Lyſtra, for he found

Eunuch, wreyzos, ſignifies literally one 20h0 guards the 

bed, becauſe in the courts of eaſtern kings, the 

care of the beds and apartments, belonging to 

princes and princeſſes, was committed to them. 

It is often afed in ſcripture for an officer of the 

inner part of the palaces, whether he be a real 
eunuch or not.

Eupbrates, a famous river, the ſource whereof is 

in the mountain of Armenia. It runs through 
the frontiers of Cappadocia, Syria, Arabia-De- 
ſerta, Chaldza, and Meſpotamia, and thence 
falls into the Perſian gulph. Gen. it. 14. 

Euroclydon, the Greek name of a north-caft wind, 

very dangerous at ſea, of the nature of a whirl-

Ex. ix.—He reſtored and ſhed 
the holy ſcriptures, correcting all errors 
which had faroſe from the negligence of tran-

and laſtly, wrote out the whole in the Chaldee 
characters, that language having grown wholly 
into uſe among the people after 4 Babyloniſh

termination of the affair till the arrival of Ly- 
ſias, who commanded the troops at Jeruſalem, 
where he had taken Paul into cuſtody, and who 
was expected at Cæſarea. Felix, being one 
day with his wife Drufilla, ſent for Paul, ang 
defired him to explain to him the Religi 
Jeſus Chriſt. Acts xxiv. St. Paul, on this oc- 
caſion, ſpoke with his uſual boldneſs, and as he 
diſcourſed of juſtice, temperance, and the judg- 
ment to come, Felix trembled, and ſent Paul 
back to his place of confinement, where he re- 
mained till the arrival of Portius Feſtus, who 
ſucceeded Felix in the government of Judea, 
in the year 60, when St. Paul appealed to Cz- 
far, and ſo ſtopped the proſecution of the Jews, 
and ſecured himſelf from the wicked intentions 
of Feſtus, whom they had corrupted with a ſum 
of money.
